First, really define how you'd use the radio and what you need. 
It really comes down to two radios, in my mind. 
The K2 and the FT-817. 


If you want a ‘transportable HF' rig to take in and set up, then the K2 
is going to be the standout. 


However, if you want a rig that is easy to use WHILE you are on the 
move, then the 817 is the way to go. 


You'll sacrifice some HF performance if you choose the 817, but it's 
by no means bad, it's just not the standout the K2 is. You'll also 
more than likely sacrifice some battery life. But, if you'll have at 
least some partial recharge capability, then that may not be as big 
an issue as it appears. 


If you want coverage BEYOND HF, such as FM VHF, then the 817 

is the choice, unless you're willing to carry another rig (like an HT) 
for that. However, in an emergency situation, you probably don't want 
to have a ‘single rig' do all at a ‘set up’ site. 


Bottom line, to me, is the use. The 817 offers acceptable performance 
for HF and a lot of VHF/UHF that you won't have in a consolidated 

rig with the K2. It's also usable ‘on the go'. On the other hand, if 
you 

are looking at the rig to ‘set up' and use on HF somewhere, then a 

K2 with internal battery and ATU is probably the ultimate.

Regardless of our devotion to QRP and CW operation, we shouldn't let 
that philosophy cloud good judgement in the selection of an 
emergency-use HF radio. To really be of significant potential service 
under emergency conditions, one should be prepared to operate SSB at 
sufficient power levels that will provide some measure of reliable, 
predictable communications. In my opinion, this is best served by small 
mobile radios (TS-50S, DX-70T, FT-100, IC-706 class) capable of up to 
100 watts output. If you are a member of MARS, CAP, SHARES, or other 
outside ham band organizations that provide emergency communications, 
then the radio needs to be easily modified to operate thoughout the 
entire HF spectrum. 


Listen to the current emergency-related USB communications taking place 
on 5211, 5236, 10493, 14396.5 kHz and others, and judge how useful a 5 
watt signal is likely to be. 


A 100-watt mobile radio can be operated for several days on a relatively 
small 12 volt 210 amp-hour deep discharge battery, and if the job 
doesn't require 100 watts, lower levels can be selected. 


Of course, a small QRP rig can always still be present as a last-ditch 
set. The FT-817 is NOT a good choice, since it's only capable of 5 
watts, while consuming 400 mA on receive (most 100-watt mobile radios 
consume about twice that on receive, but provide much greater 


flexability).

Thanks to all who've emailed and called. Hams are good people. 


I was late for work yesterday (somebody up there likes me), and heard on the 
subway that there was a "police action" at the WIC. Thinking something was 
really wrong, I left the subway one stop early on Chambers Street in time to 
see the tower buildings three blocks south burning fiercely. There were huge 
holes and whole floors were open. Stupidly, I started walking south (my 
office building is diagonally across from building #7). I actually saw 
pieces of the jet and damage to a building on the North side of my building 
caused by one of the engines that fell to the street. At my corner, a 
policeman turned me around and sent everyone north again. Finally realizing 
I had to leave and try to go home, I walked north. I was five blocks north 
when the roar of building #1 turned me around. People started running. It 
was something out of a horror movie. I could see the tower was coming down 
to the ground. I kept walking north, just ahead of the cloud of debris and 
smoke. Later, I stopped to buy a transistor radio and a bottle of water and 
then kept going. I have a daughter who is a third year med student who was 
on a rotation at Cabrini Hospital on 17th street; I headed there. We found 
each other. Tears and stuff, then some doctor took me and walked me around 
back where they took my clothes and decontaminated me with a hosing. I sat 
around while my daughter went back to taking blood from the hundreds of 


volunteers, until they ran out blood bags. By early evening, it was clear 
that Cabrini wasn't going to get many patients, and my daughter was sent 
home. We walked up to 34th street, and she took a train up to Mt. Sinai 
where she lives on 98th. At 6:30, I walked past an eerily silent Empire 
State Building (surrounded by police) to Penn Station and got a train that 
went near where I needed to go on Long Island. 


I had an easy day compared to many, and I pray that the paucity of patients 

coming into Cabrini does not mean the worst. I've gotten calls from all over 

the world, and to those who've emailed, thank you. All of my staff evacuated 

from 100 Church Street in time, and as best I can tell all are home and safe. 
I don't know if I have an office, but I'm alive. 


I have to go find a flag.

> What we couldn't decide on were rigs. 
Rigs are a very minor part of the problem. 


Response to an emergency requires planning, and planning assumes 
organization. Item 1 on your list should be to run, don't walk, to your 
EC/RO and learn about the organization in your area. If you don't know who 
the EC is, contact your SEC to find out (your SEC is listed in QST). 


Once you understand, and are included in, the plans for your area, then you 
can begin to grasp the rig requirements. As someone else pointed out, HF 
needs tend to be pretty light compared to VHF, but they are not nonexistent. 
Generally, it is the nature of the HF needs that they can be serviced from a 
fixed station. So the issue becomes how do you keep your fixed station on 
the air in the event of loss of power, severe winds, etc. But again, this 


depends on the situation in your particular area. 


We have a particularly good relationship with the local emergency services 
folks, and will be participating in a fairly large, multiple county, SET 
later this month. During the planning, it became evident that some use 
could be made of on the scene HF, but the value was pretty low compared to 
the hassle. Better to spend the resource to manage VHF frequencies so that 
traffic could be directed to a capable, fixed station. 


Also note that the HF needs tend to be not very QRP-friendly. You can't 
control the propagation at the time of an incident, and HF needs tend to be 
around the state, rather than transcontinental, which probably spells 75 
meters. This frequency needs a fair bit of power for reliable communication 
most of the time, so we're probably not talking about a few nicads here. 


More useful are portable repeaters, such as automobile-based. During 
emergency events many, many officials need communications and a ham with an 
HT following them around fills the bill. But depending on the number of 
local repeaters and their proximity to the scene, the HT could be a problem. 
But if you can get a vehicle with a repeater near the scene, then you can 
relay to further out repeaters or even directly to hospitals and emergency 
command centers. 


In most cases, you will need your RACES badge to even get near the scene, so 
again, better get with your EC/RO. Chances are, you are going to require 
some training. Here in Michigan, you need to complete a FEMA course (IS-2) 
before the guv will sign your RACES card. I suspect it's similar in other 
states. (You can take the course online, if you want to take IS-1, take it 
first, you cannot take the courses out of sequence). 


Now, once you have gotten included in the planning, and you know what you 
will need to do on HF during different types of emergencies, then you can 
figure out how to get a generator to power that legal-limit phone rig! 


Certainly, this all sounds like quite a bit of hassle. But realistically, 
in the event of some disaster, you are likely to be more of a hindrance than 
a help if you don't know the emergency organization, plans, and procedures 
for your area.

I worked at World Trade Center for 8 years. When I was there, the 
shop was on the 104th floor of 1 WTC (same floor as some of the TV 
transmitters). 


I was there again a little less than 2 weeks ago to visit old 
friends at the new location on the 53rd floor of 2 WTC. I was with my 
14 year old son who is autistic. He has a particular fascination for 
elevators and the visit was the "trip of a lifetime" for him. We were 
able to go to all floors between 43 and 74 (mostly tenanted by Morgan 
Stanley). 


Since this insanity began yesterday, I have had frequent phone and 
email contact with my former colleagues and am happy to report that 


all but one are safe and sound. One person I know of through a former 
colleague, is in a hospital burn unit with burns over almost all his 
body. I only hope that those I have yet to hear from are ok. I keep 
thinking back to the faces of the receptionists and other strangers we 
met on our "elevator tour" of world Trade, and where they might be. 


I have been unable to adequately explain this situation to my son 
in terms he would understand; indeed, in my heart, I don't understand 
it myself. 


A bit of advice: go give your loved ones a big hug and pray for 
this insanity to come to an end.
